These prestigious national awards are only given to those 
parks that rank alongside the best in the country. 

Getting these awards is good news, not least because it 
recognises the hard work that the Council’s parks staff do 
to look after the borough’s green spaces. 

The Council is continuing to invest in our parks and leisure 
facilities, including the £8.9million restoration of Clissold 
Park and House (working with the Heritage Lottery Fund). 
Over £1 million will also be invested this year on 
improvements to Springfield and Shoreditch parks, repairs 
at Clapton Pond and multi-use games areas for London 
Fields and Mabley Green.

Murder victim David Nowak 


ELEVEN people have been 
charged with the murder of 1 6- 
year-old David Nowak in Stoke 
Newington in December. 

He was stabbed to death 
following a mass brawl during a 
birthday party at a community 
centre in Shacklewell Road. 

David was found injured by 
police officers called to Farleigh Road, in Stoke Newington, 
and died soon after in hospital. Three other people were 
also stabbed but successfully treated at hospital. 

The young men accused of killing him are aged between 1 5 
and 21 . Those over 1 8 were named as: 

Eric Sackey, 20, of Mayfield Close, E8; Dolovan Barzey, 1 8, 
of Evergreen Square, E8; Castro Paris, 18, of Verney 
Gardens, Chadwell Heath; Courtney Bramble, 1 8, of Beehive 
Close, E8; Marlon Cyrus, 1 9, of Farleigh Road, N1 6; and 
Gavin Goupall, 21 , of Collins Court, Forest Road, E8. 

A 1 5-year-old, three 1 6-year-olds, and a 1 7-year-old, all 
from the Hackney area who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, were also charged with murder. A 16-year-old 
from the N9 area was charged with two counts of 
attempted murder. The group also face other charges 
including violent disorder, attempted murder and 
possession of an offensive weapon. 

All were remanded in custody to appear before Thames 
magistrate’s court later this month. A 17-year-old male has 
been rebailed to return to an East London police station on 
27 August. 

Following the charges on 1 6 July, a police spokesman said: 
“We recognise it has been difficult for people to come 
forward, but we are still appealing for any witnesses to 
contact the incident room on 020 8345 3775; if you wish to 
remain anonymous please call Crimestoppers on 
0800 555111.”

Pier-less nights here to stay 

PIER One Nightspot has lost a bid to re-open. Thames 
Magistrates Court dismissed an appeal by the Kingsland 
High Street club, which was shut last November. 

Last year the Council’s Noise Pollution team sought a review 
of the venue’s licence because of on-going problems with 
noise and anti-social behaviour from revellers, which was 
supported by police and local residents. 

The Council’s Licensing Sub-Committee heard evidence 
from police of serious incidents associated with the 
premises - including a mass brawl outside - and revoked 
the licence. A review hearing in January upheld the decision, 
and a subsequent appeal by Pier One was dismissed on 1 
July. One local resident said: “The closure means an 
incredible relief to us all - now we can sleep in peace and 
not worry about the safety of our children and ourselves.” 
Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, added: 
“Since the closure, police have recorded a significant drop in 
anti-social behaviour in the area. The Council and police 
would much prefer that licensees work with us to create a 
safe and enjoyable environment for their patrons, without 
causing any disturbance to local residents.” 

Wheely useful lockers 

LUGGING your bike up the stairs of a high-rise block could 
soon be a thing of the past thanks to a new scheme. 


estate offering safe and convenient storage for cyclists. 

The 56 galvanised steel units are available for residents to 
rent at affordable prices. The scheme, which was the idea of 
local people, is funded by Transport for London (TfL) and run 
by Hackney Homes. 

Resident and keen cyclist, Junior Carter, said: “I didn’t 
consider a locker until I saw them being installed and 
realised how good they are. My bike will be safe now 
without having the inconvenience of keeping it in my flat”.

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A madman, corpse, lout and a dog

Steven Berkoff: Tell Tale Heart 
and Dog, Hackney Empire, 10 
July 

TWO nights only saw the East 
End’s most celebrated 
theatrical export return to the 
Empire with a one-man 
show. 

It was a performance of two 
very different halves, both of 
which ensured the audience 
was well-acquainted with the 
energetic star’s enthusiasm for 
bodily functions and gore. 

Tell Tale Heart is Berkoff’s adaptation 
of Edgar Allan Poe’s story of a man 


who murders his neighbour after 
developing an aversion to his ‘vulture 
eye’. It was greeted with a 
cacophany of groans and shrieks 
from an appreciative audience. 

Manic from the outset, Berkoff’s 
murderer leaves little opportunity for 
building tension, but plenty of room 
to demonstrate his creator’s skill at 
apparently miming a magnet 
ploughing through treacle as he 
inches towards his victim. 

The grisly dismemberment of the old 
man’s corpse showcases Berkoff’s 
ability to render, among other 
effects, the sounds of a saw and a 
joint being pulled from its socket. 

Dog - in which Berkoff plays both a 
garrulous piss artist and his faithful 


pit bull - is announced with a burst 
of The Sex Pistols. Whether this 
indicates that Berkoff is placing his 
performance in the context of the 
late 1 970s, or is just a way of 
implying loutishness is unclear. 

Dog is clearly an indictment of 
something, but what? Racists, 
football fans, expletive dogs, van 
drivers, and heavy drinkers 
who indulge in post-binge 
takeaways all feature in the 
performance, but the 
individual he creates is 
more outrageous caricature 
than social comment. 

Perhaps he simply wishes 
to invoke merriment, 
which this certainly a 


does, particularly at an extended bout 
of projectile vomit mime, complete 
with sound effects. 

The whole show, particularly Tell Tale 
Heart’s lengthy trip down a spiral 
staircase, seems designed purely to 
show how clever Berkoff is. But then, 
as the thunderous applause proved, 
that is the reason the 
'CN. audience is here.

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CKED away in the 
east of the borough is 
a fish and chip shop 
that has become an 
institution for customers 
from all over the world. 

Charles and Jackie Antoni 
are hanging up their overalls 
this month after nearly 40 


years serving fish suppers to 
generations of Hackney 
people. 

It was way back on 1 June, 
1970, however that they 
took over Wick Fisheries in 
Kenworthy Road. Jackie, 60, 
said: “It’s my life really, like a 
big baby. This is my first- 
born as it was, before I had 
my children. The customers 
say we are an institution!” 

She added that their secret 
is fresh fish, which is cooked 


well. And thanks to 
Hackney’s diverse 
population, happy 
customers who have moved 
away send them postcards 
from across the globe, 
including Brazil, South 
Africa, Canada and New 
Zealand. 

Charles, 63, came over 
from Cyprus in 1961, 
working in different parts of 
London before meeting 
Jackie, a fellow Cypriot,

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through a friend in 1969. 
They had a shop in Islington 
first, before taking over the 
reins at Wick Fisheries the 
following year.

Fish and chips was the 
nation’s favourite takeaway 
in the 1970s, and Charles 
used to take weekly 
deliveries of more than 100 
sacks of potatoes. 

He said: “Back then it was 
like a village here. There 
were no takeaways, no 
traffic lights, the shops 
across the road are now 
houses.” 


Charles used to work 
18 -hour shifts, taking 
deliveries in the morning, 
and cleaning after shutting 
up shop at midnight. He 
hasn’t had a day off in the 
past decade, even coming in 
on what were meant to be 
his holidays. 

Charles admits he hasn’t 
got any hobbies to spend 
more time on during 
retirement, which started 
officially on 7 July, because 
he’s been too busy working. 
In fact, he and Jackie are still 
at Wick Fisheries at the 
moment showing new 
owners Bao and Amy Zhu 
the ropes. 

Both their children were 
born in Hackney, and the 
whole family lives in the 
borough. Jackie said: “Some 
people talk about Hackney, 
but it’s the best town - we’ve 
never had any trouble. We 
look after our customers.” 


And those loyal 
customers, many of whom 
the couple know by name 
after all these years, have 
been bringing in flowers and 
cards, wishing Mr and Mrs 
Antoni a happy and well- 
earned retirement.

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Rising to a challenge

A NEW recycling service is 
to be rolled out for residents 
living in high-rise blocks and 
estates across Hackney. 

The Council has been 
trying out different ways of 
picking up recycling from 
these locations - which 
presents a much bigger 
challenge than collecting 
from street-level homes. 

The new services take into 
consideration the results of 
these trials. Door-to-door 
collection was ruled out 
after the London Fire 
Brigade highlighted the fire 
risk posed by recycling left in 
hallways, which could block 
escape routes. 

Another trial involved 
residents carrying their 


recycling to onsite facilities. 
Hackney estates that did not 
participate in the trials, use 
sets of small recycling bins to 
collect glass, tins, cans, and 
paper.

The new service, where 
space permits, will site sets 
of large bins on estates 
instead. One for mixed 
recycling of tins, cans, 
aerosols, plastic bottles, 
cardboard, and glass. 
Newspapers and magazines 


will have a separate bin, to 
keep the quality of materials 
high, so it can be reprocessed 
into paper products. 

On estates where space is 
limited, one recycling bin 
will be left for mixed 
materials, including paper. 

Estate residents living in 
street-level properties can 
take advantage of a Green 
Box door to door collection, 
subject to an assessment. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods said: “This 
will be the biggest change to 
estates recycling since it was 
introduced. 

“The aim of the trials was 
to find the best method of 
collecting from estates and 
high rise properties, and I 
believe we have achieved 
this.”

Honest Jon’s Chop Up, 
Barbican Hall, 5 July 

FOR the uninitiated, a chop up 
in West African slang is a lavish 
feast; in dance music it means 
juxtaposition and re- 
constitution. 

Hence the unlikely, but 
effortless amalgamation of Irish 
folk, American roots, African 
n’goni and kora and 
contemporary brass in this truly 
outernational offering. 

Honest Jon’s - the legendary 
West London record shop and 
label -which specialises in 
bringing long lost world music 
to the fore, brought its finest to 
the Barbican in a showcase 


featuring an array of the 
genre’s stars. 

With flags from their respective 
countries draped across the 
stage, artists including Malian 
kora master Toumani Diabate, 
American soul singer Candi 
Staton and Nigerian Afrobeat 
pioneer Tony Allen confirmed 
their status as leading lights 
with wholly consuming 
performances. 

The diversity of styles - from 
Kokanko Safa Doumbia’s deep 
blues to Simone White’s gentle 
folk - was reflective of the 
label’s extensive catalogue, 
while the understated presence 
of Honest Jon’s co-founder and 
Blur front man Damon Albarn 
added to the mystique. 

The one criticism was that, at 


just over an hour and a half 
long, the show was a tad short. 
However, if the night hadn’t 
lived up to expectations, the 
audience wouldn’t have been 
left wanting more, as was so 
clearly the case at the end of 
this satisfying musical feast.

Borrowed time 


It was decided to have a 
library of equal importance 
for the two parliamentary 
divisions of Hoxton and 
Haggerston. No suitable 
building could be found in 
Hoxton, but 236 Kingsland 
Road was soon identified 
as the best Haggerston site. 

The building was 
purchased for £4,250 from 
the Gas Meter Company, 
with money from John 
Passmore Edwards, a 
newspaper publisher and 
philanthropist involved 
with the Free Library 
Movement, which was 
dedicated to opening 
facilities for local people. 

Passmore Edwards 
funded many libraries in 
East London, including one 
in Pitfield Street, Hoxton, 
and others in Whitechapel, 
Stepney and Poplar. 

By 1896, Haggerston 
Library was running out of 
space, so an extension was 
designed by architect 


Maurice B. Adams in the 
same neo-baroque style as 
the original building. The 
library proved very 
successful, with reader 
numbers growing steadily, 
even though the 
Shoreditch population was 
declining. 

In 1936, the building was 
further extended. Although 
bombed during the Second 
World War, it remained 
open and became the area’s 
main library for a time, 
when the Pitfield Street 
branch was severely bomb 
damaged. 

After the war, both 
buildings were restored and 
modernised, while 
Shoreditch Metropolitan 
Borough council opened 


additional branch libraries. 
Haggerston remained open 
after Shoreditch became 
part of the newly created 
London Borough of 
Hackney in 1965, but 
finally closed for good in 
1975. 

For many years the 
building was vacant, and 
fell into disrepair. By the 
late 1990s much of the 
interior of the building was 
beyond repair. Various 
plans were put forward 
including using the building 
as a night club. Eventually 
the site was bought by a 
developer who saved the 
facade and refurbished the 
interior as private flats and 
business units, now known 
as Passmore House.

S HOREDITCH’S 
first public library 
was created in 
1891 - thanks to 
people power.

Preparation time

Ingredients 

• 1 ,2kg mussels, prepared and cooked 

• 4 small finely chopped shallots 

• 2 cloves garlic, chopped 

• 2 tablespoons olive oil 

• 50ml dry white wine 

• 4 very ripe plum tomatoes, skinned, deseeded 
& crushed 

• 2 tablespoons fresh herbs - parsley, 
basil -roughly chopped 

• Small sprig thyme 

• Small red chilli, deseeded and finely chopped 

• Pinch of freshly ground pepper 


Method 

• Fry garlic, shallots and chilli for 2 minutes 
until soft, in a pan large enough to take all 
the mussels 

• Add crushed tomatoes, herbs and cook 
slowly for 2 minutes 

• Add wine and pepper, fry for a further 2 
minutes, add the mussels, stir well, season 
and cover with lid 

• Cook for about 4 minutes 

• Sprinkle some more parsley and serve in

Documents describing the 
history and significance of 
both areas and detailing 
their special character - 
have also been adopted.

Games, said: “Conservation 
areas are an important part 
of our borough’s heritage, 
representing a cross section 
of the best surviving 
examples of different 
aspects of development 
from housing, industrial 
areas, open spaces and 
town centres.”

Museum Development Manager, talks to Hackney Today about the 
Heritage Officer role 


What are the main 
responsibilities of the role?
